‘An agreement between the Bri- 
tish and Brazilian Governments 
‘lregarding most-favoured-nation 
treatment is officially announced. 
Pending the conclusion of a Treaty 
ef Commerce and Navigation His 
Majesty's © Government in the 
periods | United Kingdom and the Brazilian 
Government have agreed, in an 
exchange of notes dated August 10, 
to accord to goods. from the two 
countries respectively most-favour- 
ed-nation treatment on a basis of 
reciprocity. The agreement took 
effect on August 10 and is subject 
to three months’ notice of denun- 
ciation by either Government. The 
agreement has been concluded to 
take the place’ of ‘the commercial 
agreement .of September 11. 1931. 
which was denounced by the Brazi- 
lian Government with effect from 
July 31. 

By a further exchange of notes 
on August 10- the existing regime 
-lof Newfoundland-Brazilian trade. 
which had been terminated by the 
Brazilian Government, has been 
prolonged, subject to-30 days’ notice 
of denunciation.—British W arel=s 
Service.
